All the study from books that is 
good for children can, as a rule, be 
acquired by them during schoo! hours. 
It is absurd to see little, thin-legged 
voys carrying great armloads of books 
home at night. 


Moreover, when they take their 
studies home they are a nuisance to 
the family. The ordinary American 


home does not afford a special study 
room for the child, warmed and light- 
ed and free from interruptions. 
So the studying must be done in the 
family living-room, with the younger 
children around, with conversation 
and the household work going on, 
with visitors coming and going. The 
youngster worrying over his lessons 
interrupts the home life and je inter- 
rupted by it.

MUST PAY GREAT SUM 
FOR STEALING LOVE. 


Former Actress Recewes Telegram 
Telling of Verdict Against Her For 
Alienating the Affections of Mrs. 
Hendrick’s Husband. 


R CHARLES C. HENDRICK will

That 
is the verdict rendered yesterday after- 
noon by a jury in the Supreme Court 
in Brooklyn, where the suit of Mrs.

Bennett for $100,000 damages for alien- 
ation of her husband's affections was 
tried, 

Giving a practical demonstration of 
polite tranquillity Mrs. Bennett passed 
some time yesterday afternoon ex- 
plaining how it happens that sne was 
sued. Seated in her esthetically dec 
orated apartments in the Hotel Ems, 
No 321 South Olive street, the veteran 
actress, newspaper woman and ex-in- 
valid discoursed on “tranquillity.” 

“Truth will prevail and errors ot evil 
will Se dissipated. 1 dislike to talk 
about this case because it might neces- 
sitate me saying something unkind 
about Mrs. Hendricks,” remarked Mrs. 
Bennett with a martyr-Hke sigh. 

Here there was a slight interruption. 
When a telegram was handed to her, 
which bore the information that cold- 
hearted jurymen in New 
reached a verdict against her, she

Campbell Morgan’s Lesson Helps.

“athe 


wo words arrest our attention here, 
namely, “kingdom” and “righteous- 
ness.” Both are used with regard to 
their relation to God: His kingdom, 
His righteousness. ese we are 
charged to seek first; that is, they are 
ever to be kept in mind, and are to 
constitute the test of our relationship 
to other matters. The charge is not 
that we should put them first in the 
sense of giving thought to them in 
separation from other matters, and 
then be free from their obligations: 
but rather that all departments of 
life and all the activities thereof 
should be compelled to submit them- 
selves to the test of His kingship, and 
cofperate in the bringing in of His 
righteousness. 

In this lesson this principle is illus- 
trated in three matters. Of course, 
there are much wider 
and undoubtedly there is a sense in 
which the principle ie applicable 
throughout the whole of the manifesto. 
We will confine ourselves, however, to 
the three occurring in the present les- 
eon 


The principle is applied first to the 
question of treasure, and it is to op- 
erate in the exercise of the possessive 
ability. It is applied in the second 
place to the question of obedience, and 
reveals the throne to which al ance 
i to be yielded. It i# applied In the 
third place to the question of neces- 
sity. and ite bearing on the supply of 
food and raiment is made clear. 

Nu of great value to notice care- 
fully in the first place Christ's concep- 
tion of the relation which exists be- 
tween the kingdom and righteousness 
of God, and all these things.” In the 
matter of possessions He speaks of 
treasure on earth, and of treasure in 
heaven. In the first place, it Is quite 
evident that He recognized the 
istence of material wealth, and He did 
not underestimate the value thereof. 
He stated a perfectly simple fact to 
all who heard Him, when He declared 
that these material poesessions are 
destructable and perishable, on the 


one hand by the action of moth and 


rust and on the other hand by the ac- 
tion of thieves. These earthly treas- 
ures, therefore. are transitory, and 
cannot be finally possessed. This fact 
is within the kingdom. and according 
to the righteousness of God. For the 
destruction of materia! possessions He 
employs His own messengers, namely, 
the moth and the rust: and overrules 
even the wrongdoing of man, mak- 
ing it contribute to his purposes. 
Thus, whether by the operation of the 


lars of nature, or by the violation 


of law. on the part of wrong-doers, 
He makes it impossible for man final- 
ly and trrevocably to possess treasures 
which are wholly of the earth. The 
treasures in heaven are the things of 
the spirit life. which cannot possibly 
be destroyed by the forces of the ma- 
rial world. Love, which expresses 
if in compassion and sacrificial 
service: truth, which expresses itself 
in holiness of character and righteous- 
ness of conduct, are spiritual forces, 
which belong to His own sphere of 
life, and are, as He is, age-abiding 
— death-defying. Thus, in the mat- 
of possession, the laws of His 
N are to be observed and the 
ae of His righteousness to be rec- 
i 


gn . 

In the matter of authority the places 
in striking antithesis God and mam- 
mon, thus recognizing the claim of the 
divine’ kingship on human life and the 
righteousness of God in the governing 
of the same. 

In the matter of the necessities of 
material life, He recognizes the king- 
dom of God and He assumes the abso- 
luteness of the divine command of all 
that is necessary for the supply of the 
same. His illustrations of this fact 
are full of beauty, showing as they do, 
that all the supplies needed for the 
sustenance of the life of the birds, of 
the heaven, are provided by Him, and 
that all the beauty of the clothing 
of the flowers and the grasses, is His 
handiwork. Moreover, if these things 
are within his supply, and consequent- 
ly within His kingdom, His righteous- 
ness is manifest in the fact that ac- 
cording to the need so is His provi- 
sion. 

It is when these facts of the king- 
dom and righteousness of God are rec- 
ognized that we understand how we 
are to seek them. 

We seek the kingdom and righteous-

There are over a thousand fig- 
ures of men, women; children and an- 
imals, showing the life, customs and 
costumes of Persia several centuries 
ago. A border consisting of little 
aquares, perhaps two inches across, 
indicates the hand of the vandal for 
many of these squares showing talis- 
manic figures bave been cut away, 
doubtiess by the women of Persia, 
who regarded these figures as a talis- 
man of good luck or a positive per- 
verter of evil. 

This exquisite shawl, with its bun- 
dreds of mysterious mosaic patterns, 
came to a certain titled FEuglish lady, 


6% the story goes, and from her de- 


scended through several generations 
until it finally came into the posses- 
sion of an old and valued family serv- 
ant. With it was a book containing a 
history of the priceless shaw! and an 
interpretation of the meaning of all 
the figures, hunting and other scenes 
inwrought in its fabric. Not under- 
standing the value of this book, a 
careless daughter of the servant in 
her zealous housecleaning one bright 
spring day came across it and tossed 
it into the fire to get it out of the 
way. Consequently no adequate inter- 
pretation can be given of the signifi- 
cation of all the wonderful woven pic- 
tures. It's mostly gUesswork—and it's 
mighty fascinating. Collectors have 
pored over this wonderful shawl by 
the hour seeking the meaning of its 
mysterious scenes and figures. 

“There is not another of its kind in 
the world,” sald the manager of the 
department in the store where it is 
on exhibition, “for I have myself 
searched through South Kensington, 
Berlin and, in fact, all the Buropean 
museums and famous collections of 
rare fabrics without finding anything 
to approach it, and the most experi- 
enced collectors have had the same 
experience. The shaw! will be here on 
exhibition for thirty days for any one 
who is interested in such things to 
see. 

It's well worth seeing and study- 
ing. 

The Use of the Shew!l. 

And, speaking of shawis reminds 
me there is an article in the current 
issue of the Delineator entitled. “What 
to Do With the Shawl,” which I've 
no doubt will result in the dragging 
from the attic of many a family relic 
in the shape of a Sha wl. 

It you have in your family chest a 
genuine cashmere shawl, then you are 
a lucky woman, for we must remem- 
ber that when these shawls were in 
fashion their cost ranged from $400 to 
$500 to three or four times as much, 
for a real Kashmir meant the steady 
work of at least three men in India 
for a year. Hundreds of tiny, woven 
pieces were sewed together by hand in 
erabesques and “cone” patterns, and 
for border the shaw! had squares and 
rectangies of cloth in white, Diack, 
, green and blue, each exquisitely’ 
embroidered in silk. Time has only 
mellowed and softened the beautiful 
colors of the cashmere shawl and, 
Iike a really good rug. its artistic 
value Increases every year. As a wall 
hanging, a portiere, a table or piano 
cover, these exquisite shawls are won- 
derfully effective. 

Then there are the beautiful Pais- 
ley shawls, many of which reproduce 
cashmere and camel-hair patterns so 
well that only an expert can tell the 
difference. rthermore, Paisleys, 
rare as they now are, must be re- 
spected simply as Paisieys, just as 
old paste is valued, not as an imita- 
tion of diamonds, but for its intrinsic 
beauty. 

Do you remember those old Roman 
stripe shawis? Many of them with 
their gay and striking stripes were 
genuinely beautiful, and for portieres 
or couch covers nothing could be more 
effective. If your old shawls are eu- 
cate Une them with ik or sateen de- 
fore hanging them or using on your 
couch or divan. em

LONG BEACH, Feb, 11.—Informa- 
tion was received here today cover- 
ing & proposed merger of <:he Long 
Reach and Alamitos Water Com- 
panies. It is stated that the arrival 
of I. W. Hellman of San Francisco in 
Southern California is due to the in- 
tention on his part to put through the 
consolidation. 

Just what the terms of the merger 
will be is not definitely stated, but 
the information concerning it comes 
from one high in authority. 

The story that these two water com- 
panies are about to consolidate was 
received with derision by the local 
officials of both companies. Secretary 
Flint of the Alamitos company was 
emphatic in his declaration that there 
was absolutely nothing to the story, 
and George H. Bixby, one of the di- 
rectors, was equally positive. 

“There have been rumors of such a 
consolidation for over a year,” 
said, but conditions today are the 
same as they have ever been.“ 

The Alamitos Water Company fur- 
nishes water supply to most of the 
city east of Alamitos avenue and to 
the country section in the same local- 
ity. 

The company is capitalized at $200,- 
000, against which there is a bonded 
indebtedness of $70,000. I. W. Hellman 
of San Francisco is president of the 
company. 

“Absolutely nothing in it,” sald Sec- 
retary Ketcherside of the Long Beach 
Water Company. “I am manager and 
secretary of the company and would 
know something of any pending ne- 
gotiations. There was a proposition 
to merge the conrpanies a long time 
ago, but it fell through and since then 
there has been no further attempt. 

“The Long Beach Water Company 
is the successor of the Bouton Wa- 
ter Company. the Seaside Company 
and the Citisens’ Water Company, 
and furnishes most of the water used 
in the city, and also to Terminal and 
Bast San Pedro. The company is cap- 
italized at $750,000 against which there 
is a bonded indebtedness of $463,000."

Now 
the telephone is used and the meat is 
delivered. This adds greatly to the 
expense account of the retail butch- 
ers without any added profit. Hence 
the middie man raised the prices to 
keep step with his expenses. 
“A third reason is that people who 
subsist by day wages are inclined to 
live as well as those of moderate 
means. This makes a greater demand 
for prime meats and less for the sec- 
grade supply. This is borne out 

by the fact that eggs, milk and gro- 
ceries have advanced in ratlo, with 
the price of meat.
